Perhaps you would like to know 


something of Zachariah Chandler. 
Yon and I hare heard and read a 
great deal about him, and it's time 
we knew something of him. He is 
a great big man, over sir feet high, 
and about sixty years old. He and 
Horace Qreeley were born within a 
cat-call of each other, and still no 
single man did as much as Zoch 
Chandler to defeat the philosopher 
for the Presidency. He has a lum- 
bering, heavy walk, of certain stride 
and steady gait. He carries an al- 
ternate white and red face in front 
and high, a cane in one hand and a 
bundle of papers in the other.

Zachariah Chandler, being remarka- 
bly successful in bnsines, built for 
his family a new and elegant honse 
in Detroit. When nearly finished 
ho moved into it. On the first even- 
ing, immediately after the gas was 
turned on and lit. the smell of the 
escaping gas aronsed the family and 
servants, and search was made for 
the leak. The daughter, now Mrs. 
Hale, wife of the member of Con- 
gress from Maine, then a child, 
with a lighted candle, detected it in 
a closet off the back parlor. The 
father, knowing the danger of an 
explosion, hurried to the closet with 
a servant, took the candla from the 
daughter's hands, and shielded her 
jnst in time to receive the full blast 
himself, burning his head, neck and 
hands almost to a crisp. The nose, 
ears, eyes, lips and flesh were so 
completely cooked that old Zach 
embraced the opportunity and mur- 
mured through his blistered lips: 
"Bring on your cannibals, I'm 
cooked." 


A physician was immediately sent 


for, 
wlic, after a moments' examina- 


tion, shook his head in the most un- 
hopeful manner. 
With a fortitude 


which characterizes Mr. Chandler to 
this day, he submitted to the exam- 
ination, and at the close demanded 
to know the worst. The physician, 
Dr. Clark, wisely endeavored to 
postpone the giving of his opinion 
until the next day, but Mr. Chandler 
insisting, the doctor reluctantly an- 
swered his questions. 
" Well, doctor, my nose feels bad. 


How about it?" 
" Mr. Chandler, you'll lose your 
nose." 


"And my ears, I suppose, too?" 
"I am sorry to say, yes; they are 


completely cooked through." 


"My forehead. How about that?" 
" well, I don't see how the skin 


will ever grow there again." 


"My lips?" 
" The upper lip, Mr. Chandler, I 


shall have to tako almost complete- 
ly off." 
"That's bad. for a man to lose 


his upper lip.' 
Won't the lower 


one do?" 


"I am sorry to say, I shall have to 


remove a portion of that, also." 


"Eh! Well, go on." 
"There, that will do. Ill know 


better in the morning." 


"Ton can't leave me until I know 


all. 
Go on, Doctor, 
anything 


else?" 


The doctor hesitated. 
"Go on, doctor. My eyes ?" 
"Yonreyes?" 
"Yee. Goon." 
"Mr. Chandler, yon will lose the 
sight of both your eyes." 


"That's enough, doctor, you can 


go now." 


Nearly a year passed before Zach- 


ariah Chandler was seen on the 
streets of Detroit again. No one 
could recognize his voice and im- 
mense frame. His face, once full, 
round and muscular, was shrivelled 
and mnscleleas. His heavy jaw, in- 
dicative of his firmness of purpose, 
ms almost without a shred of fiesh. 
As he remarked himself, hej"was the 
thinnest skinned man in the whole 
Northwest." 


Such is the history and reason of 


his red face and crooked spitting, 
which too many addle-pated journ- 
alists stamp as the outward and visi- 
ble sign of a spiritual awakening in- 
side. Such is the history of a face 
which disguises the man at whose 
entrance to the Cabinet you all 
howled like Dervishes—a face only 
nawed by the very nicest skill of sur- 
gery—a face wearing a sad change, 
reddened and muscleless, incurred 
to save the pet of the household.

A Provision of Law which Alfeots 


Thorn Intimately. 


Section 299 of the Civil Code, tvs 


introduced and amended by the last 
Legislature, reads as follows: "No 
corporation hereafter formed under 
the provisions of this chapter shall 
purchase, locate, or hold property 
in any county of the State, without 
filing a certified copy of the certifi- 
cate of its articles of incorporation 
in the office of the County Clerk of 
the county in which such property 
is situated within sixty days after 
such purchase or location is made; 
and every corporation now in exist- 
ence must, within ninety days after 
the passage of thia Act, file a certified 
copy of the certificate oi its articles 
of incorporation, as provided in this 
section; and a certified copy of such 
copy shall, as evidence, have the 
same force and effect as a certified 
copy of the original. Any corpora- 
tion failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this section shall not 
maincain or defend any action or 
proceeding in relation to such prop- 
erty." This law went into effect on 
the 3il of April.

Spain for tho outrageouu shooting 
and subsequent inhumanity inflicted 
upon a sailor on board a contraband 
Teasel by Spanish revenue officers. 
He -was buried without a post-mor- 
tem examination. 


—There is a great scarcity of 


small change in silver in the East, 
and the Secretary of the .Treasury 
has directed the Treasurer, the sev- 
eral Assistant Treasurers and the 
designated depositories of the Uni- 
ted States to pay silver in the ordi- 
nary disbursments. 


By agreement of those in charge 


of the Hawaiian Reciprocity treaty 
and the friends of the Payne resolu- 
tion for the issuing of ten millions 
in silver coin for legal tenders, the 
latter will be cabled up, the former 
giving way until it is disposed of. 


Lewis Philip Bolunder, son of late 


School Superintendent Bolander, 
•was arrested in South San Francisco 
early yesterday morning, by officer 
Shields, on a charge of assault to 
murder the previous evening. He 
was taken before Judge Louderbacb, 
and was released from custody upon 
giving bail in the sum of £5,000. 


—It is stated that the body of 


Christians who attempted to take a 
would-be convert from the Turkish 
quarters of Salonica acted at the in- 
stigation of the American Consnl. 
Fighting between the Christians and 
Turks ensued, whereupon the French 
and German Consuls went to a 
mosque and were killed by the ex- 
asperated Mahometan populace not- 
withstanding the efforts of the Gov- 
ernment to protect them. 


—Victoria Woodhnll delivered her 


lecture on "The Seed of Woman 
Shall Bruise the Serpent's Head," 
to a large and noisy audience at 
Cooper Instil ate last night. A statue 
of the Virgin Mary, to which the 
lectnress alluded as the mother of 
God, with a serpent under her feet, 
stood on the platform beside Mrs. 
Woodhull. Her plain ideas on the 
social question astonished her audi- 
tors, and quite a number of modest 
ladies were offended at her language 
and indignantly left the hall. 


—The Melbourne Merald of March 


81st had this: " A rumor is current 
in Melbourne to-day that Vf. M. 
Tweed, the gigantic New fork 
•windier, and chief of the Tam- 
many King, arrived from San Fran- 
cisco in the last mail steamer, and 
has been seeirin this city. The de- 
tectives have received the informa- 
tion, and taken the matter in hand. 
The authorities hava been commu- 
nicated with from America in antici- 
pation of the possibility of the 
"Boss" taking refuge here, and his 
description is is hand. 


—The icon is laid on the Southern 


Pacific for seven miles above Cal- 
iente, and the road-bed is ready for 
a long distance beyond. The delay 
has been caused by want of the ties, 
which are to be provided next week. 
All the tunnels are through except 
one, which has but one hundred feet 
unfinished. It is said the track-lay- 
ers will now not be able to keep up 
with the work. The workmen swarm 
at every place where fills are to be 
Made, the force being kept up by 
new arrivals. The .track, it is ex- 
pected, will be laid to Tehachapi 
•within 
sixty days. The tunnel 


through the San Fernando Mountain 
is finished for 4480 foet, leaving 2542 
feet to be taken out. At the rate of 
tt foet a day, it will take till July 1st 
to complete the work. By that time 
the traek will be laid from Tehachapi 
to San Fernando, and the cars wul 
doubtless be in Los Angeles by the 
Fourth of July.

MEXICO. 


Condition of the Country-Ravages 


by tho Revolutionists. 


HAI ANA, May 7.—A steamer has 


arrived from Vera Cruz bringing ad- 
\ices flora the City of Mexico to 
April 30. 
Thirteen States of the 


Mexioan Confederation are in abso- 
lute peace, and loyal to tho Govern- 
ment; five others arc disturbed by 
scattered bands of revolutionists. 
In Vera Cruz, Oaxaca, and Pueblo, 
the situation desperate. Large bands 
also trouble the peace of Hidalgo, 
Mexico and Moreha. Tlie personal 
hostility to Lerdo at the capital is 
strong. 
Fifty-ihe hundred stand of 


improved arms, and a million dol- 
lars' worth of ammunition from the 
United States, have arrived at the 
capital from Vera Crnz. Congress, 
by a vote of 135 to !!6, voted to ad- 
journ until one month after the next 
Presidential inauguration. 
It has 


granted the President extraordinaiy 
powers for the conduct of the war 
and for raising money. 


It is rumored that Diaz has march- 


ed into the interior and is at San 
Luis Potosi. He has established a 
provisional government for the State 
of 
Tamanhpas. 
Government 
is 


very 
active, and is organizing a 


large force in the interior under Es- 
cobedo for a march to the frontier. 
The campaign in Oaxaca has appar- 
ently been abandoned. 
Generals 


Alatorre and Corela are in the State 
of Vera Cruz, operating on the line 
of the railroad. Bridges which the 
insurgents have so far destroyed on 
the railroad are built of wood; the 
great iron bridges are threatened if 
the company attempts to run trains. 
The road is now guarded from Vera 
Cruz to Orizaba, and travel is par- 
tially resumed. 


Three thousand insurgents have 


invaded the State of Hidalgo, and al 
latest accounts were on the point of 
attacking Pachucas. 
The revolu- 


tionists at Minititlan have captured 
two vessels loaded with ammunition, 
which is a heavy loss to the Govevn- 
ment. 


There was a severe shock of earth- 


quake in Guadalajara on April 12th. 


Religious riots have taken place 


in Queretero, and Rev. Maxwel" 
Phillips, of the Presbyterian mis 
sious, was badly wounded.

A Wooden Watch. 


The Knoxville (Tern ) Cl/ronioli 


has this account oi a curious picco 
of workmanship: We wero shown 
yesterday, by Engineer Mat Frank- 
lin a -wooden watch mode by Mr. 
Doriet, of Bristol. The oaso is of 
brier root, and the insido works, all 
except throe of tlie wheels nnd tho 
springs, which are motnl, arc nwlo 
of boxwood, while the face is made 
from a piece of the shoulder-blade 
of a cow, which was run over by a 
tram and killed some time ago. It 
is an open-faced watch, with a ghw 
crystal, and is an elegant piooo oi 
workmanship, displaying wonderful 
talent in the maker. It does nol 
weigh more than an ounce. Mai 
says he has earned the wntch a day 
or two and it keeps as good time as 
any watch he has ever carried. 


—Until last year the higher educa- 


tion of the students of tho Imperial 
University of Yedo was conducted 
in English, French and German; bill 
the difficulty and expense of carry, 
ing on higher, special nnd profos 
sional education in threo foreign 
languages were sncli that it was de- 
termined to employ only one foreign 
language for the purpose, and Eng- 
lish was the language chosen.

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An locenlong Instrument. 


An ingenious instrument has re- 


cently been invented in England by 
Mr. C. Williams Siemens, for deter- 
mining the depth of the sea without 
the use of a sounding line. Hung 
up in the cabin of a ship, it 'will at 
any moment indicate what is the 
depth of the watf-r below. In an il- 
lustrated description of tlie instru- 
ment in nature, the principle of 
construction is shown to depend on 
the variations in gravity which re- 
sult from tha interposition at sea of 
water, which has less attractive force 
than earth for a body on its face. 
The

density of 


tho earth, which may bo roughly es- 
mated as about tho average of sur- 
face rock, and about five and a half 
times that of sea mater. Conse- 
quently if a ship cculd be weighed 
in a spring balance, it would le 
found lightest when on the deepest 
water. In Mr. Siemens' device, a 
column of mercury is hung in a 
spring balance, and very delicate 
contrivances indicate the exceeding- 
ly slight differences <n weight. It 
will give a notion of the delicacy of 
tho instrument to mention that tho 
record it gives for change of latitude 
is far greater than for son depths, 
and has to be allowed for a calcula- 
tion ; of course this should bo the oaso, 
since the earth is 26% miles thicker at 
tho equator than at the poles. Tested 
by the soundings of the Challenger, 
the readings of tho instrument have 
proved remarkably accuiate. When 
tho contour of the ocoan bed is 
better ascertained, tho means will 
thus be affoided to tho manner of 
ascertaining hia position, by study- 
ing the indications of this index to 
tho depth of water beneath him 
when the sky is too much clouded 
for observation, A contnvance for 
showing the difference in tho oaith's 
thickness by means of a w eight sus- 
pended fiom a spnng, is figured in 
Herschel's Outlines of Astronomy, 
but we arc not aware that any prac- 
tical use was made of it, if indeed it 
wascvei constructed,—JV. F.Tribune
